Miss Michigan crowned Miss America 2008

LAS VEGAS — Miss Michigan Kirsten 
Haglund, a 19-year-old aspiring Broadway star, 
was crowned Miss America 2008 on Saturday in 
a live show billed as the unveiling of the 87- 
year-old pageant’s new, hipper look. 

Haglund, of Farmington Hills, Mich., sang 
“Over the Rainbow” and walked a crowd-pleas- 
ing strut in a black and gold bikini to clinch the 
title. She beat Miss Indiana Nicole Elizabeth 
Rash, the first runner up, and Miss Washington 
Elyse Umemoto, the second runner up for a 
$50,000 scholarship and year of travel that 
comes with the crown. 

Among the other top 10 finalists: Miss Iowa 
Diana Reed, a fire juggling baton twirler and 
entrepreneur; and Miss California Melissa

Storm 
lull won’t 
last long 


New system expected 
to bring several days of rain

Ukiahans got a brief respite Saturday 
from the storms that lashed the county all 
week, but another system was expected to 
move into the county Saturday night, bring- 
ing more rain. 

According to reports from the National 
Weather Service, an area of low pressure off 
the Mendocino Coast was expected to send 
rain east across the county Saturday evening. 

The rain is expected to continue into 
Monday when cold temperatures are predict- 
ed to drop the snow level to 1,500 feet. Rain 
is expected until at least Wednesday. 

Heavy rainfall overnight Friday con- 
tributed to several slides that briefly covered 
parts of Highway 253 and Highway 128. 

According to the NWS, more than three 
inches of rain fell in the county Friday night. 
On Saturday morning, the NWS issued a 
flood alert for the Navarro River. 

As of 7:15 a.m. Saturday, the river was at 
17.3 feet, according to the NWS. Flood stage 
is 23 feet. 

The NWS was expecting minor flooding 
on Highway 128 at Navarro, about five 
miles from the intersection with Highway 1. 

The road was expected to be closed and 
drivers were encouraged to find alternate 
routes and not attempt to drive through the 
floodwaters. Most vehicles will float if sub- 
merged in only two feet of water, according 
to the NWS.

No time to 
vote? Try a 
work break 


State law allows workers paid 
time off from work; employer 
must be notified well in advance

The California Elections Code allows 
workers up to two hours off, without a loss 
of pay, to vote if they do not have enough 
time to do so in their non-work hours, 
according to a statement released Friday by 
Secretary of State Debra Bowen. 

The next statewide election is the Feb. 5 
Presidential Primary, also known as 
“Tsunami Tuesday.” A total of 24 states will 
hold primaries or caucuses on this date, with 
52 percent of all pledged Democratic Party 
delegates and 41 percent of the total 
Republican Party delegates at stake. 

Polling places will be open between 7 
a.m. and 8 p.m. on Election Day. 

The law also requires workers to give 
their employers two working days’ notice 
before the election if they will need to take 
time off to vote. 

Employees are eligible for paid time off 
for the purpose of voting only if they do not 
have sufficient time outside of working 
hours to vote. The intent of the law is to pro- 
vide an opportunity to vote to workers who 
otherwise would not be able to do so because 
of their jobs. Employees can be given as 
much time as they need in order to vote, but 
only a maximum of two hours is paid. 

Section 14001 of the code requires 
employers to post a notice to employees 
advising them of provisions for taking paid 
leave for the purpose of voting in statewide 
elections. Copies of the notices can be 
obtained by calling the Secretary of State’s 
Elections Division at (916) 657-2166. These 
notices are also available as PDF downloads, 
and can be found at www.sos.ca.gov/elec- 
tions/elections_tov.htm. 

The employee notice must be posted 
either in the workplace or where it can be 
seen by employees as they enter or exit their 
place of work. 
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Medusa’s Muse 


When I think about a do-it- 
yourselfer, I imagine a mid- 
dle-aged guy out in the garage 
on a Saturday, armed to the 
teeth with sharp tools and ser- 
enaded by a screeching saw, 
hard at work constructing 
something. Well, I am way 
out-of-date and that old-fash- 
ioned fellow has been 
replaced by younger, hipper 
folk who have gone “DIY.” 

These are active, creative 
individuals whose “do-it- 
yourself” mantra often is 
mobilized by digital technolo- 
gy, the advances that have 
allowed musicians to record 
their own compact discs and 
enabled writers to produce 
their own ’zines. One such 
individual is Ukiahan Terena 
Scott, who founded her own 
publishing company, 
Medusa’s Muse, which 
released its first book last fall. 

“I like the music and the 
energy of the punk move- 
ment,” says Scott. “My life 
has been positively affected 
by its DIY message.” 

What started out as 
research on self-publishing 
has evolved into a business. 
Working with her husband, 
Rick Wismar, as designer, 
friend Jane Mackay as copy 
editor, Scott seems to do 
everything else. She’s the pro- 
ject developer, publicist, edi- 
tor, author liaison, book pro- 
duction manager, distributor, 
etc. The job sounds over- 
whelming but it works for two 


reasons. Scott is a book lover 
from the get-go and likes to 
run things. 

“I was one of those kids 
who always had her nose in a 
book, even at recess. I had no 
friends,” Scott explains. 
“Also, I love new challenges 
and I’m a control freak.” 

Her experience as a theatri- 
cal stage manager “running 
the show” serves her well in 
her new role as publisher. She 
had a deadline to meet wit 
her first book, split decisions 
to make about its visual pre- 
sentation and ongoing 
exchanges with her author, 
designer and editing partner to 
create a finished product. 

The mission of Medusa’s 
Muse is to publish tales of 
transformation. 

“We’re looking for stories 
about change. I’m interested 
in people who have found joy 
and a sense of resilience in the 
face of life’s challenges, even 
tragedies,” says the publisher. 

Scott’s premier publication 
“Traveling Blind,” a memoir 
by Laura Fogg, explores the 
author’s experiences teaching 
mobility to blind children. 
Scott designed a marketing 
program with targeted audi- 
ences, including mobility spe- 
cialists, special education 
teachers and parents of spe- 
cial-needs children. This first 
book spoke directly to Scott’s 
life -- her daughter is one of 
Fogg’s students. 

Medusa’s Muse used a

to honor 
Rosa Parks

MARION, Ala. — Rosa Parks, 
the black seamstress who helped 
launch the civil rights movement by 
refusing to give up her seat to a 
white man on a 
bus in Alabama’s 
capital, will be 
inducted this | 
year into the 
state Women’s 
Hall of Fame. 

This is the 
first year that 
Parks, who died 
in October 2005 
in Detroit at age 
92, is eligible; ~ 
women must be 
dead for at least 
two years before being considered. 
She will be this year’s sole 
inductee. 

“Rosa Parks was a woman of 
silent dignity and grace whose life 
changed the state, the nation and the 
world,” said Valerie Pope Burnes, 
director of the Hall of Fame. 

Parks was arrested Dec. 1, 1955, 
for refusing to give up her seat on a 
Montgomery city bus. Her arrest 
prompted blacks to boycott the 
city’s bus system and led to a 
Supreme Court decision ending 
segregation in public transporta- 
tion. 

The Montgomery bus boycott 
was led by the Rev. Martin Luther 
King Jr., then a relatively unknown 
young minister. The boycott cata- 
pulted him to a leadership role in 
the civil rights movement. 

Parks received the Presidential 
Medal of Freedom in 1996 and the 
Congressional Gold Medal in 1999.

MENDOCINO COAST RAVAGED BY STORM. 
Thousands of coast residents remained without power this 
morning in the wake of wind and heavy rains from the win- 
ter’s roughest storm, but damage was light throughout the 
inland areas of the county. 

Two state highways remain closed today — Highway 175 
between Hopland and Old Hopland, and Highway 128 at 
Flynn Creek. 

Point Arena, at the county’s southern tip, was the hardest 
hit. Waves, wind and localized flooding ... collapsed two 
buildings near the water at Point Arena Cove, and smashed 
through the front windows of the Cove Cafe. 

Eight people were caught inside the restaurant and its rear 
buildings when the high water struck, but all were rescued 
without injury.

STORM A REAL-LIFE NIGHTMARE FOR CALIFOR- 
NIA. SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A furious storm which 
touched off mudslides, flooding, widespread power outages 
and traffic nightmares lost some of its punch today, but con- 
tinuing showers pushed waters of the rain-swollen Russian 
River over its banks. 

While there were showers in the north state, the National 
Weather Service said the “flash flood” zone was receiving 
periods of heavy rain which sent the waters in creeks and 
streams to dangerous levels. The NWS warned of more rock 
and mudslides. 

The Eel, Van Duzen and Russian rivers rose over the flood 
stage in remote areas during the night but failed to cause any 
serious damage. 
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COUNTY ATTEMPTING TO AVERT $1 MILLION 
DEFICIT. County officials put a freeze on hiring, vehicle 
replacement and overtime Tuesday in an effort to head off a 
deficit estimated at over $1 million. 

Supervisors also took steps to initiate a 36-hour work week, 
which could save as much as $750,000 by the time the fiscal 
year runs out this July. 

But the highest price in the government funding crunch 
could be paid by those who can least afford it — welfare and 
other aid recipients. 

County Auditor Merydel Peterson said the state could soon 
run out of money, and said aid payments here might have to 
be suspended until the crisis is resolved. 

The revenue side of the equation got board attention as 
well, as supervisors petitioned the state for a temporary, one 
cent sales tax increase and institution of a state lottery. 

The state crisis mirrors the county’s, with deficits project- 
ed at over $1 billion. 

It also complements the county’s: an estimated 20 percent 
of county revenues come from the state, and cuts in 
Sacramento almost always include cuts to local governments.

— the time can only be registered through pennies and nickels.

HIGHWAYMAN IS STILL AT LARGE. The bandit who 
held up and robbed the Lake county stage last week has thus 
far successfully eluded the peace officers in their effort 
towards his capture. He was last seen in the valley on the night 
after the robbery when he was fired upon by the deputy sher- 
iffs. The next morning he was tracked to Hopland, where the 
suspect had slept in a hop house on the Foss place. The same 
man had been there a few days previous and left a few of his 
personal belongings, which he secured on his return. 

It is reported that this same individual had been selling 
razors in Hopland during his first visit there. He disappeared 
from that locality on Thursday of last week, and although all 
the highways were closely guarded he made good his escape. 

Last Saturday one Frank Pollard was arrested and lodged in 
jail, suspicion pointing to him as being the man wanted for the 
crime. He however, soon proved to the officials that he was 
entirely innocent of any wrong doings. 

At the present writing all trace of the robber is lost, but the 
sheriff’s office has not given up the search.

Senate Democrats mull 
adding retirees to rebate plan, 
extending jobless benefits 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Retirees living off 
Social Security are frustrated that they won’t 
get tax rebate checks through a bipartisan eco- 
nomic stimulus package before the House. 
Senate Democrats Friday began efforts to 
include them. 

The Senate is also considering adding an 
extension of jobless benefits to the $150 billion 
package of rebates and business tax cuts in a 
deal wrapped up Thursday between House 
leaders and President Bush. 

Bush urged Congress on Friday to quickly 
pass the package without any further spending. 
“I strongly believe it would be a mistake to 
delay or derail this bill,” Bush said. 

Senate Democrats are refusing to rubber 
stamp the House measure. That raises the pos- 
sibility of protracted negotiations if Democrats 
are successful in adding giving retirees tax 
rebates, extending unemployment benefits, 
boosting heating subsidies for the poor and 
temporarily increasing food stamp payments. 


Egypt riot police prevent 

Gazans from leaving Rafah 
RAFAH, Gaza Strip (AP) — Egyptian riot 

police and armored vehicles restricted Gaza 


motorists to a small border area of Egypt on 
Saturday, in the second attempt in two days to 
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restore control over the chaotic frontier 
breached by Hamas militants. 

At least 38 members of the Egyptian securi- 
ty forces have been hospitalized, some in criti- 
cal condition, because of cross-border con- 
frontations, Egyptian Foreign Minister Ahmed 
Aboul Gheit said. The minister complained of 
“provocations” at the border, a thinly veiled 
reprimand of Hamas, and said that while Egypt 
is ready to ease the suffering of Gazans, this 
should not endanger Egyptian lives. 


Monte Carlo hotel-casino 
remains closed following 
three-alarm fire on roof 


LAS VEGAS (AP) — The fire-damaged 
Monte Carlo hotel-casino remained closed to 
guests Saturday while inspectors checked the 
32-story building for damage following the 
blaze that blackened the facade of the top 
floors.Ron Lynn, chief of the Clark County 
Building Department, said he did not know 
when he would permit the 3,000-room hotel to 


reopen. “Tt’s a little soon to tell,” Lynn told The 
Associated Press moments before he and a 
team of six inspectors entered the building 
Saturday morning. “We haven’t completed the 
testing today. But there is no damage to the 
casino area.” 

The hotel on the Las Vegas Strip was filled 
nearly to capacity Friday when passing 
motorists reported seeing flames on the roof. 
No one was seriously injured.

cials said Saturday. 

The satellite, which no longer can be con- 
trolled, could contain hazardous materials, and 
it is unknown where on the planet it might 
come down, they said. The officials spoke on 
condition of anonymity because the informa- 
tion is classified as secret. 

“Appropriate government agencies are mon- 
itoring the situation,” said Gordon Johndroe, a 
spokesman for the National Security Council, 
when asked about the situation after it was dis- 


closed by other officials. “Numerous satellites 
over the years have come out of orbit and fall- 
en harmlessly. We are looking at potential 
options to mitigate any possible damage this 
satellite may cause.” He would not comment 
on whether it is possible for the satellite to be 
perhaps shot down by a missile. He said it 
would be inappropriate to discuss any specifics 
at this time. A senior government official said 
that lawmakers and other nations are being 
kept apprised of the situation. 
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Calif. court:

SAN FRANCISCO — Employers 
can fire workers found to have used 
medical marijuana even if it was 
legally recommended, the California 
Supreme Court ruled Thursday in 
another setback for California in its 
increasingly rancorous clash with 
federal law over medical pot use. 

The high court upheld a 
Sacramento — telecommunications 
company’s firing of a man who 
flunked a company-ordered drug 
test. Gary Ross held a medical mari- 
juana card authorizing him to legally 
use marijuana to treat a back injury 
sustained while serving in the Air 
Force. 

The company, Ragingwire Inc., 
successfully argued it rightfully fired 
Ross because all marijuana use is 
illegal under federal law, which does 
not recognize the medical marijuana 
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Bosses can fire workers for using medical marijuana 


laws in California and 11 other 
states. 

“No state law could completely 
legalize marijuana for medical pur- 
poses because the drug remains ille- 
gal under federal law,” Justice 
Kathryn Werdegar wrote for the 5-2 
majority. 

The court also said the so-called 
Compassionate Use Act passed by 
California voters in 1996 had noth- 
ing to do with employment laws. 

“Under California law, an 
employer may require preemploy- 
ment drug tests and take illegal drug 
use into consideration in making 
employment decisions,” Werdegar 
wrote. 

A 2005 U.S. Supreme Court deci- 
sion declared that state medicinal 
marijuana laws don’t protect users 
from prosecution. The Drug 
Enforcement Agency and other fed- 
eral agencies have been actively 
shutting down major medical mari-

juana dispensaries throughout the 
state over the last two years and 
charging their operators with serious 
felony distributions charges. 

Ragingwire said it fired Ross 
because, among other reasons, it 
feared it could be the target of a fed- 
eral raid. 

The Santa Clara Valley 
Transportation Authority and the 
Western Electrical Contractors 
Association Inc. had joined 
Ragingwire’s case, arguing that com- 
panies could lose federal contracts 
and grants if they allowed employees 
to smoke pot. 

The conservative nonprofit 
Pacific Legal Foundation said in a 
friend-of-the-court filing that 
employers could also be liable for 
damage done by high workers. 

“This decision promotes employer 
efforts to make safe, drug-free work- 
places,” said Foundation lawyer 
Deborah LaFetra. 


Ross had argued that medical mar- 
ijuana users should receive the same 
workplace protection from discipline 
that employees with valid painkiller 
prescriptions do. 

The nonprofit marijuana advocacy 
group Americans for Safe Access, 
which represents Ross, estimates that 
300,000 Americans use medical mar- 
ijuana. The Oakland-based group 
said it has received hundreds of 
employee discrimination complaints 
in California since it began tracking 
the issue in 2005. 

Safe Access attorney Joe Elford 
said the group will now focus on get- 
ting the Legislature to pass a law 
protecting medical marijuana users 
in the workplace. 

“Obviously, we are extremely dis- 
appointed by the ruling,” he said. 
“But we remain confident that there 
will be a day when medical marijua- 
na patients are not discriminated 
against in the workplace.” 


Assemblyman Mark Leno, a 
Democrat who represents part of San 
Francisco, said he will introduce 
such legislation in the next few 
weeks. 

The ruling “strikes a serious blow 
to patients’ rights,” he said. 

In her dissent, Justice Joyce 
Kennard said the ruling was “con- 
spicuously lacking in compassion” 
and “disrespects” the California 
medical marijuana law. She said 
employers should be barred from fir- 
ing workers who use medical mari- 
juana if they perform their jobs ade- 
quately. 

Kennard was joined in the dissent 
by Justice Carlos Moreno. 

The American Medical 
Association advocates keeping mari- 
juana classified as a tightly con- 
trolled and dangerous drug that 
should not be legalized until more 
research is done. 
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Obama wins South Carolina 
in racially charged primary

Clinton, a New York senator 
and former first lady, scored an 


Barack Obama routed Hillary 
Rodham Clinton in the racially 
charged South Carolina prima- 
ry Saturday night, regaining 
campaign momentum in the 
prelude to a Feb. 5 coast-to- 
coast competition for more than 
1,600 Democratic National 
Convention delegates. 

“The choice in this election 
is not about regions or religions 
or genders,” Obama said in 
remarks prepared for a victory 
rally. “It’s not about rich versus 
poor, young versus old and it’s 
not about black versus white. 
It’s about the past versus the 
future.” 

The audience chanted “Race 
doesn’t matter” as it awaited 
Obama to make his appearance. 

But it did. 

About half the voters were 
black, according to polling 
place interviews, and four out 
of five of them supported 
Obama. Black women turned 
out in particularly large num- 
bers. Obama, the first-term 
Illinois senator, got a quarter of 
the white vote while Clinton 
and Edwards split the rest. 

Former Sen. John Edwards 
of North Carolina was running 
third, a sharp setback in the 
state where he was born and 
scored a primary victory in his 
first presidential campaign four 
years ago. Even so, aides said 
he would remain in the race. 

The victory was Obama’s 
first since he won the kickoff 
Iowa caucuses on Jan. 3. 
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upset in the New Hampshire 
primary a few days later. They 
split the Nevada caucuses, she 
winning the turnout race, he 
gaining a one-delegate margin. 
In a historic race, she hopes to 
become the first woman to 
occupy the White House, and 
Obama is the strongest black 
contender in history. 

The South Carolina primary 
marked the end of the first 
phase of the campaign for the 
Democratic nomination, a 
series of single-state contests 
that winnowed the field, con- 
ferred co-front-runner status on 
Clinton and Obama but had rel- 
atively few delegates at stake. 

That all changes in 10 days’ 
time, when New York, Illinois 
and California are among the 
15 states holding primaries in a 
virtual nationwide primary. 
Another seven states and 
American Samoa will hold 
Democratic caucuses on the 
same day. 

Obama took a thinly veiled 
swipe at Clinton in his prepared 
remarks. 

“We are up against conven- 
tional thinking that says your 
ability to lead as president 
comes from longevity in 
Washington or proximity to the 
White House. But we know that 
real leadership is about candor, 
and judgment, and the ability to 
rally Americans from all walks 
of life around a common pur- 
pose — a higher purpose.”

One 
little backpack-laden girl, had tears 
streaming down her face as she said good- 
bye to a staff member, not knowing when 
she would see her again. That says a lot 
about the quality of the staff at the B&GC 
-- that the members feel connected, secure 
and at home. 

B&GC has been a staple of affordable 
childcare and youth activities for our com- 
munity and this is truly a tragic loss for 
everyone -- even for those without chil- 
dren. We all know that during these for- 
mative years, it is incredibly important to 
keep children busy in a safe, structured 
environment. If left to themselves, who 
knows what influences they might be sub- 
jected to? We as a community cannot take 
this chance. 

I support the Board of the B&GC and 
their decision to close temporarily due to 
budget deficits/funding and realize they 
had no other choice. Still, I am distressed 
to think about how many families are 
scrambling to find a safe place for their 
children after school. I fear that many 
youth in our community will become 
“latchkey” children as a result. 

Everyone has something to offer, and 
we cannot let this important organization 
go by the wayside.

Proposed mall no boon to valley 


Two weeks ago, Brian 
Carter, local legal counsel 
for Developers Diversified 
Realty Corporation (DDR), 
urged our community to give

DDR a fair hearing “on the 
basis of objective facts and 
actual dollars and cents 
rather than ... opponents’ 
speculative arguments.” 
Below are some additional 
facts. All studies mentioned 
are available at www.big- 
boxtoolkit.com. 

1. DDR is an Ohio corpo- 
ration that is “The nation’s 
leading owner, developer 
and manager of market- 
dominant community cen- 
ters.” It touts its “aggressive 
development program.” 
Primarily, it builds and man- 
ages very large shopping 
centers. It has about 740 
retail properties totaling 160 
million square feet and 
another $4.0 billion and 24 
million square feet (presum- 
ably including Ukiah) in the 
“pipeline.” DDR’s largest 
clients are (in order of size) - 
- Wal-Mart/Sam’s Club, 
Lowe’s Home Improvement, 
PetSmart, T.J. Maxx and 
Bed Bath & Beyond. (From 
www.ddr.com/) 


2. Mr. Carter asserts that 
DDR will invest $100 mil- 
lion in its project which will 
have a positive effect on 
construction work and sup- 
pliers in this area. 

Response: DDR has 
recently asserted that it has 
not yet even “defined a pro- 
ject” for Ukiah. However 
much it might intend to 
spend, DDR surely has rela- 
tionships with national sup- 
pliers for most of its needs. 
Certainly it has not commit- 
ted to use predominantly 
local contractors/labor. It 
might not even be possible 
for a project of DDR’s scale 
to hire local contractors, 
given its requirements for 
high stakes bonding. 
Perhaps the construction 
would generate work for 
some local businesses dur- 
ing the actual construction 
time. However, the county’s 
area plan economic study 
prepared by Economic & 
Planning Systems, Inc. and 
released on 20 April, 2007 


projects little demand for 
addition retail space. 
According to this study there 
is enough retail space either 
already built or zoned to sat- 
isfy demand until 2025. This 
suggests that once DDR’s 
project is built, demand for 
any new retail construction 
will drop for years (if not 
decades) to come. What will 
the local independent con- 
tractors and suppliers work 
on then? 

3. Mr. Carter claims that 
DDR’s project will create 
700 permanent jobs and that 
“Every dollar in wages 
earned by the 700 people 
employed at DDR’s project 
will be a net gain for our 
local economy.” 

Response: Mr. Carter pro- 
vides no hint where these 
“facts” came from, let alone 
specifically what these 700 
jobs would be. How many of 
them are jobs he, or anyone,

How did 
we get elections so screwed up in such a short time 
here in Mendocino County? How do candidates know 
when to spend campaign money when they don’t know 
when people are going to vote? And how come we did- 
n’t get to vote on these radical changes in how we 
vote?

I’d tell you to clip it out and 
take it to the polls on election day except the wizards 
out at the county election department have seen to it 
there’s neither an election day nor polls. 

Has anyone wondered whether all these changes in 
how we vote were done primarily in order to make life 
easier for the several people who work in the election 
department? Me neither. 

Tommy Wayne Kramer forgot to mention he’s also 
chapped at having to buy a stamp in order to cast his 
ballot. He borrowed the 41 cents from Tom Hine, who 
will be eligible to vote again in 2016 
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How much pot is out there, anyhow’? 


It's been 27 years since Ag 
Commissioner Dave Bengston succeeded 
Ted Erickson who was fired for writing 
the obvious in the County's annual crop 
report -- that marijuana was Mendocino 
County's number one cash export crop. 

Nowadays, Mendo Mello is growing 
nearly everywhere in the County from 
residential neighborhoods to remote 
mountaintops. 

Last fall two members of the current 
Board of Supervisors, John Pinches and 
Jim Wattenburger suggested that 
Bengston reverse course and include 
marijuana in the annual crop report. 

But how do you do that? What do you 
count? Plants? Processed bud? It's like 
counting sand on the beach. 

But so far Bengston hasn't done any- 
thing about the request because a 27- 
year-old order from the 1971 Supervisors 
still constitutes his official instructions on 
the subject. Until the Supes rescind the 
old order and issue a new one, Bengston 
is bound by the original. 

Neither Pinches or Wattenburger have 
brought up the subject since. 

Bengston has nevertheless given some 
thought to the question on the off chance 
that the Board directs him to begin assay- 
ing weed, so to speak. Besides contacting 
local, state and federal law enforcement 
agencies for their input, Bengston could 
talk to what he calls "the marijuana sup- 
port industry" -- the local suppliers of fer- 
tilizers, plastic baggies, large generators 
or diesel pumps. Bengston says he knows 
a retired forester who's "very good at esti- 
mating acreage from the air" who could 
take the Commissioner aloft for a fly- 
over. 

With conventional ag crops simple 
grower surveys are used. But an (anony- 
mous) pot survey might not get much 
response, much less be even remotely 
accurate. Even a partial response from 
pot growers would be difficult to base an 
estimate on since there's no way to know 
how representative it would be. Surveys 
would also have to be bi-lingual given the 
many illegal grows by, well, illegals. 

Over the years attempts have been 
made to guesstimate Mendo's pot crop 
value, but they all rely on speculative 
assumptions, beginning with the law 
enforcement's plant seizure reports. But 
those numbers are never explained. How 
many were mature plants? How much 
had already been harvested? How much 
bud did the plant produce? How big were 
the plants? How much would have been 
lost due to animals, weather, and so on. 


What’s DDR 


Two weeks ago, Brian Carter, local 
legal counsel for DDR, wrote an opinion 
piece here asking for a “fair hearing” 
about his client’s proposed project. 
Decisions about whether to award DDR 
with a needed zoning change, he argued, 
should be made “on the basis of objective 
facts and actual dollars and cents rather 
than ... speculative arguments.” 

I couldn’t agree more with Carter. 
That’s why I am inviting Carter or any- 
one else from DDR to engage in a debate 
next Tuesday evening, January 29. (I 
understand that DDR has had an open 
invitation to participate in this event 
since early last October.) 

In my view, the community should ask 
a bunch of hard questions for the DDR 
proponents. For example: 

e Is what’s good for DDR necessarily 
good for the economy or future of Ukiah? 
I don’t fault DDR, an Ohio-based devel- 
oper, for wanting to turn a quick profit. 
But in its own words, it’s “the nation’s 
leading owner, developer and manager of 
market-dominant community centers” —

The variables are endless. 

Pot value guessers assume a certain 
amount of processed bud per plant. 
Multiply that dubious figure by the num- 
ber of plants seized, jack that up by a fac- 
tor of 20 or more (to represent the 
uncounted and unseized), apply the 
assumed wholesale price and like magic 
you've got a pot crop value estimate -- in 
the billions. 

Yeah, sure, dude. 

Since Mendo's seizure numbers are so 
large these days, any assumption about 
processed bud per plant or cost per pound 
can produce wildly varying results. 
We've seen estimates as low as several 
hundred million dollars to well into the 
billions. 

Supervisor Pinches said recently that a 
consultant hired by the County earlier 
this year had estimated that the marijuana 
industry represented two-thirds of the 
county's economy. Since the County's 
total conventional ag crop value for 2006 
was valued at about $225 million, that 
would translate to around $450 million 
worth of pot -- large, but much less than 
the inflated estimates derived from 
seizures. 

Seizures have gone up dramatically in 
recent years, probably because so much 
more pot is being grown, and grown in 
boldly large gardens, some of which 
number in the thousands of plants. 
Obviously illegal, therefore not voluntar- 
ily surveyable. 

Depending on what source you use 
(state numbers or County Eradication 
Team numbers) seizures have gone up by 
two or three times just in the last few 
years. 

The County's pot team says they erad- 
icated 321,000 plants as of late October, 
the end of the eradication season. In 2004 
they said they eradicated 92,000. 

The only way to approach a reasonable 
pot crop estimate would be to try to break 
it down by category and geography and 
build from there. 

The pot crop breaks down to registered 
Prop 215 medical personal use growers, 
unregistered Prop 215 personal use grow- 
ers, Prop 215 caregivers (registered and

precisely the type of developments that 
contribute little to the economy and enor- 
mously to sprawl. 

¢ DDR major clients are nonlocal, big- 
box businesses, and they’ve hinted that 
Mendocino Crossroads will include 
anchor tenants like Target, CostCo and 
Kohl’s. How can this project possibly 
benefit the region, given that more than a 
dozen studies have shown that chain 
stores produce substantially fewer jobs, 
earnings, and taxes than comparable local 
businesses? 

e But it’s not just that other uses of the 
Masonite site could have better impacts 


unregistered), non-medical personal use 
growers -- which, taken together proba- 
bly don't represent much by volume or 
price. Then add large "medical" and non- 
medical commercial growers, and 
Mexican or drug trafficking organization 
cartel growers. 

There's also the problem of how much 
is grown indoors. 

You'd have to apply different prices to 
different categories of pot depending on 
how processed it is and whether it's sold 
retail or wholesale. 

Since the cops focus primarily on large 
commercial trespass grows and illegal 
public land grows, they probably seize a 
higher percentage of those crops since 
they tend to be visible from the air. For 
the other categories, get the number of 
Prop 215 cards and the number of patrol 
deputy or police seizures by supervisori- 
al district and you'd probably start to get 
a rough handle on the crop size and per- 
haps some estimate of value. 

Factor in that fact that most large 
grows and many of the smaller grows in 
Mendocino County are not sold in the 
County nor are they sold by County resi- 
dents and therefore don't contribute to the 
local economy at all. Then factor in that 
in some areas of the County pot is a form 
of currency used for barter and is not con- 
verted to cash. "Hey dude, I'll give you 
this bag of bud for that old bike over 
there." 

"I'm not going to do a marijuana crop 
estimate on my own, arbitrarily," said 
Bengston. "It's a can of worms and it can 
become very politically charged. Some 
people might think that estimating it is 
adding legitimacy to it. Others might say 
it's so pervasive that it should be legal- 
ized." 

Looking at marijuana growing from a 
purely agricultural perspective, Bengston 
also points out a significant likely out- 
come of legalization that is frequently 
overlooked: If you legalize it companies 
will start growing it in the central valley 
or the midwest where they can grow high 
volumes in row crops causing a dramatic 
price drop. Accordingly, a year or two 
later there'd be a dramatic reduction in 
marijuana growing of any kind in 
Mendocino County. 

"I'm not going to do anything on this 
until the Board makes it official," 
Bengston said. "There's no reliable or 
accurate way to do it. What good is a 
number if it's just somebody's wild 
guess?"

on the community - all future projects 
are, as Carter says, “speculative.” But has 
DDR really considered the plausible neg- 
ative impact of DDR’s likely plans? 

e Isn’t there a case that retail in 
Mendocino County is already overbuilt? 
A careful look at DDR’s own studies sug- 
gests that it’s likely that the Mendocino 
Crossings project would cut deeply into 
Ukiah’s existing local businesses. 
Existing big-box development has 
already hurt Ukiah’s downtown, more 
could exact a final blow. 

e Sure, Ukiah residents spend some 
money outside the community, but is it 
really smart to talk about total retail leak- 
age in the abstract? When the specifics of 
the leaks are understood, it’s clear that 
DDR’s project will probably do little to 
plug them. About a third of the area’s 
leakage is in spending at “full-service 
restaurants,” and the best way to plug this 
is through new, local restaurants down- 
town. 


Not going to Let It Be 


One of the more unusual sub-genres of odd 
judicial opinion-writing are the judges who 
like to embed secret messages -- or at least 
some kind of references to popular entertain- 
ment -- into their opinions. For example, the 
British judge decided that author Dan Brown 
had not committed plagiarism in writing The 
Da Vinci Code -- which of course dealt with 
hidden messages -- highlighted various letters 
in his opinion in that case; they turned out to be 
a not-very- interesting anagram about the 
Royal Navy. Alex Kozinski, who was recently 
appointed the chief judge of the federal Ninth 
Circuit Court of Appeals, once worked 200 
movie titles into a decision involving a dispute 
between two motion picture distributors. 

And, it turns out, 2007 gave us the latest 
addition to this canon. For the State of 
Montana turns out to harbors one of the great 
fans of the Beatles, in the person of Judge 
Gregory R. Todd. In early 2007, Judge Todd 
was presented with a case involving a 20 year- 
old thief named Andrew McCormack. 
McCormack pleaded guilty to burglary for a 
“smash and grab” burglary during which he 
stole an 18-pack of beer. After his plea, 
McCormack was asked to fill out a form sug- 
gesting what sentence he thought the judge 
should impose. McCormack responded, “Like

Bad move. In his sentencing memorandum, 
Judge Todd took up first McCormack’s unfor- 
tunate misspelling of the group’s name: “While 
I will not explore the epistemological or onto- 
logical overtones of your response, or even the 
syntactic or symbolic keys of your allusion, I 
will say Hey Jude, Do You Want to Know a 
Secret?

Judge Todd’s little exercise generated a sur- 
prising amount of publicity, considering that 
minor beer thefts in Montana don’t normally 
become international news. But generate buzz 
it did: one story recounting his feat was report- 
ed in The Daily Mail on the other side of the 
Atlantic in the Beatles’ homeland. It also 
seemed to inspire headline writers -- Harper’s 
Magazine, which always reprints a variety of 
interesting tidbits in the opening section of its 
publication, ran the opinion under the heading, 
“Memory Almost Full,” the title of former 
Beatle Paul McCartney’s latest album. The 
smokinggun.com, which also has an eye for 
these kinds of stunts, headlined it, “I Am The 
Jurist, Goo Goo G’Joob.” 

In the end, Judge Todd only put McCormack 
on three year’s probation and ordered him to 
perform community service. That’s something 
one won’t actually find in the document the 
judge captioned “Sentencing Memorandum,” 
though. 

After slipping in 40 Beatles song titles, he 
apparently didn’t have room.

Rudy Gay 
scores career- 
high 34 
points to lead

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) — 
Rudy Gay scored a career- 
high 34 points and the 
Memphis Grizzlies hit their 
free throws down the stretch 
to beat the Los Angeles 
Clippers 125-120 in overtime 
on Saturday night. 

Mike Miller scored 27 
points for Memphis, and Kyle 
Lowry had a career-high 21 
points and eight assists for the 
Grizzlies, who shot 53 per- 
cent and hit seven of eight 
free throws in the final 21.2 
seconds to maintain their 
lead. 

Corey Maggette had a sea- 
son-high 35 points to lead the 
Clippers, while Sam Cassell 
finished with 25 and Tim 
Thomas scored 23, hitting 10 
of his 13 shots before fouling 
out with 26.6 seconds left. 

The Clippers never led in 
regulation, but were up by as 
many as three in the extra 
period, thanks to Maggette 
and Cassell. But Lowry’s 
rebound and stick back with 
40 seconds left gave 
Memphis a 118-117 lead it 
never relinquished. 

The two teams were tied at 
108 at the end of regulation 
after a turnover by Memphis 
guard Juan Carlos Navarro 
led to a layup by Maggette 
with 28.6 seconds left. 
Maggette stole the ball on the 
Grizzlies’ next possession as 
Miller drove to the basket, 
and the Clippers set up the 
final play during a timeout 
with 2.9 seconds left. 

But Mobley’s inbounds 
pass was intercepted by Gay, 
who missed a desperation 
shot from midcourt to send 
the game into overtime. 

Both teams were without 
key big men. Los Angeles 


center Chris Kaman, the 
league’s third-leading 
rebounder at 13.9, sat out 


because of a left shin contu- 
sion, while Pau Gasol, 
Memphis’ leading rebounder 
and second-leading scorer, 
missed his second straight 
game due to a sore back. 
Additionally, Memphis point 
guard Mike Conley was on 
the inactive list with a chest 
contusion. 

Gay picked up the slack for 
Gasol, hitting 13 of 25 shots 
from the field, including 4-of- 
8 outside the arc, sending Los 
Angeles to its third loss in 
four games. 

The Clippers also shot 
well, finishing the game at 52 
percent, including Cassell’s 
10-of-19. However, Cassell 
missed all four of his shots 
from 3-point range. 

Memphis _outrebounded 
Los Angeles 43-34. 

Both teams shot better than 
50 percent in the first half, 
and Memphis used 19 points 
from Gay to build a 61-59 
halftime lead. Miller added 10 
for Memphis.

Woods builds an 8-shot lead with an ugly 
forecast looming

SAN DIEGO (AP) — 
Break out the umbrellas for 
rain, and the white flags for 
Tiger Woods. 

Winning the Buick 
Invitational became a matter 
of when — not who — after 
Woods put on a clinic 
Saturday by hitting 17 greens 
in regulation, building an 
eight-shot lead and hoping he 
doesn’t have to wait until 
Monday to collect a fourth 
straight title at Torrey Pines. 

“Tm in second place. Pm 
not really in contention,” 
Stewart Cink conceded. “He’s 
just hard to beat right now.” 

Woods finished off a 6- 
under 66 with a tap-in birdie 
on the par-5 18th, where his 3- 
iron landed on the bank guard- 
ing a pond but stopped short 
of going into the water. That 
put him at 18-under 198, tying 
the 54-hole tournament record 
set by Woody Blackburn in 
1985. 

Cink made a 35-foot eagle 
on the final hole to trim the 
lead to eight. 

Woods shattered the Buick 
Invitational record for largest 
54-hole lead (five shots), and 
it was the largest on the PGA 
Tour since Phil Mickelson led 
by eight shots at the BellSouth 
Classic in 2006. 

This is a course Woods 
loves, but he has never domi- 
nated like this at Torrey Pines. 
Two years ago, he was in an 
eight-way tie for the lead with 
six holes to play. Last year, he 
had to rally from two shots 
behind in the final round. 

“A lot more enjoyable,” 
Woods said of his margin. “I'd 
like to have the biggest lead 
you can possibly have. You’ ve 
still got to go out there and 
play well and post a number. 


Whether that takes us tomor- 
row or into Monday, I still 
need to go out there and hit 
good shots. You don’t ever 
want to give guys a chance by 
playing poorly.” 

Joe Durant was among the 
deflated, having posted a 67 
on the tough South Course 
only to lose ground. He was at 
9-under 207, and when some- 
one asked if the tour should 
have a mercy rule, Durant 
could only laugh. 

“If there was ever a week 
for it, this might be it,” Durant 
said. 

Mercy might come from 
Mother Nature. Sunshine gave 
way to clouds late in the day, 
and the forecast Sunday was 
for heavy rain that could wash 
out the final round. Players 
would have to return on 
Monday if the course condi- 
tions and forecast allow. 

PGA Tour tournament 
director Mark Russell said 
Woods with an eight-shot lead 
would have no bearing on the 
decision. 

“There’s no mercy rule,” he 
said. “We’re not playing Little 
League baseball. We’ll see 
what happens. We might get 
lucky.” 

Everyone else might need 
much more than luck. 

Woods has never lost a 
tournament when leading by 
more than one shot, let alone 
eight. And it became clear as 
he kept piling up birdies, and 
stretching his streak to 38 
holes without a bogey, that 
there were two tournaments 
being played at Torrey Pines. 

“T’m going to try to win the 
tournament that Tiger’s not 
playing,” Justin Leonard said 
after a 65, the best round of 
the day that moved him up 44 
spots into a tie for fourth. 

Woods had none of it.

It was his largest 54-hole 
lead since he led by 10 on his 
way to a 15-shot victory in the 
2000 U.S. Open at Pebble 
Beach, an ominous sign with 
Torrey Pines hosting the U.S. 
Open this summer. 

“If it was over, they’d be 
handing out the trophy,” 
Woods said. 

Kevin Streelman, the 29- 
year-old rookie who was the 
last alternate to get into the 
Buick Invitational, finally met 
Woods on the first tee, and 
then came the introduction to 
his game. 

Streelman held his own, 
driving past Woods on the 
opening hole and stuffing his 
approach into 4 feet. But he 
missed the putt on the low 
side, and while he was 1 under 
through eight holes, he sent a 
wedge over the green on the 
par-5 ninth and took double 
bogey. 

Streelman wound up with a 
75 that dropped him into a tie 
for 11th, but he had a blast. 

“That was one of the 
coolest things ever, no doubt,” 
he said. “He was fun to watch 
but just kind of fun to com- 
pare myself against him, as 
well. It’s inspiring and very 
educational. I recommend 
everyone try it at least one 
time.” 

Even his best golf might 
not have mattered. Woods 
built a four-shot lead going 
into the weekend despite some 
scrappy play off the tee. He 
sorted that out Saturday, and 
once the putts started falling, 
he was on his way. 

Phil Mickelson made an 
early charge with a 30 on the 
back nine (he started on No. 
10) to get within five shots of 
the lead, but the best he could 
manage was a 68. 

Woods holed a _ 10-foot 


birdie on the fourth, and his 
approach at No. 5 spun back 
and grazed the edge of the cup 
for a tap-in birdie. He hit his 
tee shot on the 212-yard 11th 
hole to 3 feet, and two-putted 
for birdie on the 13th, his only 
look at eagle all week. The 
only time he flirted with 
bogey came at the 12th, but he 
holed a 20-footer for par. 

“ve only made one 
bogey,” Woods said, explain- 
ing his eight-shot lead on a 
course where the scores usual- 
ly are bunched. “I’m sure 
some guys have made just 
about the same amount of 
birdies as I have, but I’ve only 
dropped one shot.” 

Woods and everyone else 
will find out Sunday whether 
they play, but even if the 
fourth round can’t finish until 
Monday, that might bring 
another omen to the world’s 
No. 1 player. 

The last time a PGA Tour 
course held the U.S. Open — 
the AT&T Pebble Beach 
National Pro-Am — Woods 
won that on a Monday. But he 
had to rally from a five-shot 
deficit that year. This was a 
runaway impressive even by 
Woods’ standards. 

Divots: Streelman made 
small talk with Woods during 
the round, even asking for an 
exemption to the AT&T 
National at Congressional that 
Woods hosts in the summer. “I 
told him he was playing well 
enough that he could earn his 
way in,” Woods said. ... The 
last 54-hole event on the PGA 
Tour was the 2005 BellSouth 
Classic, the week before the 
Masters. ... The only 54-hole 
event Woods has won was the 
1997 Mercedes 
Championships up the road at 
La Costa.

Tsonga shaping up for Australian 


shot against Djokovic

MELBOURNE, Australia 
— Jo-Wilfried Tsonga seems 
like a natural when it comes to 
settling into the Champ’s 
shoes. 

Muhammad Ali lookalike 
Tsonga reached the Australian 
Open final in only his fifth 
Grand Slam tournament and 
was set for a shot at the title 
early Sunday against No. 3 
Novak Djokovic at Rod Laver 
Arena. 

Despite his No. 38 ranking, 
Tsonga was considered a seri- 
ous title contender after his 
semifinal upset of No. 2 
Rafael Nadal that followed 
victories over three other top 
15 players. 

Hours before Maria 
Sharapova won the women’s 
final 7-5, 6-3 over Ana 
Ivanovic on Saturday, Tsonga 
attended a news conference 
and told a story of his links to 
Ali. 

“My father was at the fight 
at Kinshasa because he’s from 
Brazzaville,” Tsonga said, 
talking of the famous 
“Rumble in the Jungle” when 
Ali regained the heavyweight 
title from George Foreman in 
October, 1974 in what was 
then known as Zaire. 

“He took some photos, so I 
have some souvenir.” 

Tsonga’s parents, former 
Congo international handball 
player and now chemistry 
teacher Didier and mother 
Evelyne, were flying to 
Melbourne from France to 
attend the final. 

It’s been 80 years since a 
Frenchman won the 
Australian Open — Jean 
Borotra in 1928. Five other 
Frenchmen have advanced to 
major finals in the Open era, 
with only Yannick Noah going 
on to capture the title, at the 
1983 French Open. 

Just like Ali, Tsonga had 
the media eating out of his 
hands. 

Revealing that Ali was not 
exactly a childhood idol, 
despite the nickname because 
of the uncanny resemblance, 
Tsonga said he’d grown to 
admire the great boxer and 
maybe took some of Ali’s 


“personality on the court”. 

“Maybe I think I have the 
same tennis as his boxing!” he 
said. 

Meanwhile, no Serbian has 
won a major and Djokovic is 
determined to end that 
drought after snapping Roger 
Federer’s run of 10 consecu- 
tive Grand Slam finals. 

It’s the first time since 
Marat Safin upset Federer in 
the semifinals here and went 
on to win the 2005 Australian 
title that neither Federer nor 
Nadal will be a Grand Slam 
champion. 

“T think every sport is wait- 
ing to have some new faces,” 
the 20-year-old Djokovic said. 
“Tsonga is coming up. He’s 
just an amazing athlete. He’s 
been performing some 
impressive tennis in these two 
weeks — as have I. 

“T still didn’t lose even a set 
here in Australian Open, 
which is also amazing.” 

Djokovic is confident, hav- 
ing become the youngest man 
in the Open era to reach the 
semifinals at all four majors 
and saying he’d learned a lot 
from his U.S. Open final loss 
to Federer. 

“It’s going to be interesting 
very much to see young play- 
ers playing against each other. 
Obviously, we will not have 
anything to lose,” Djokovic 
said. “I’ve been working very 
hard in the past year and a 
half, so it’s paying off right 
now.” 

Tsonga is being extra casu- 
al about it, considering this is 


the first time he’s advanced 
beyond the fourth round of a 
major. 

“It’s the same, because 
Nadal is two in the world and 
Djokovic is three, so both of 
them won a lot of tournaments 
and they have more experi- 
ence than me,” he said. “I 
know it’s going to be difficult, 
but I’m here and ready for 
that.” 

He dismantled three-time 
French Open champion Nadal 
with an audacious forehand, 
some nerve-defying serving 
and an incredible physical 
presence. 

Tsonga’s rise has been phe- 
nomenal after spending the 
best part of the 2005 and 2006 
seasons recovering from back 
and abdominal injuries. 

The former second-ranked 
junior player, Tsonga was 
ranked 345 at the end of ’05, 
212 in ’06 and 43 at the end of 
last season. 

He beat No. 9 Andy Murray 
in his opening-round match 
and followed with wins over 
No. 8 Richard Gasquet and 
No. 14 Mikhail Youzhny. 

He’s projected to jump to 
No. 18 if he loses the final or 
No. 9 if he wins — and he’s 
never won an ATP Tour-level 
title. 

Jonathan Erlich and Andy 
Ram became the first Israeli 
doubles pairing to win a 
Grand Slam when they out- 
lasted Michael Llodra and 
Arnaud Clement 7-5 7-6 (4) 
Saturday. 

Sharapova won her third 


Open title 


Grand Slam title after waking 
up to encouragement from 12- 
time Grand Slam singles titlist 
Billie Jean King. 

“Champions take chances, 
and pressure is a privilege,” 
King had written in a text 
message that Sharapova saw 
when she woke up. 

“I took mine,” the fifth- 
ranked Sharapova said. “I had 
those great words in my mind 
during the match.” 

She did not lose a set in 
seven matches, including wins 
over three of the top four play- 
ers, as she sought redemption 
from a 6-1, 6-2 loss to Serena 
Williams in last year’s final. 

From 3-3 in the second set, 
Sharapova ran off the last 
three games, breaking 
Ivanovic for the fourth time to 
finish the match. 

She dropped to her knees 
and appeared to be fighting 
back tears as she waved and 
blew kisses to the crowd. 

Sharapova wished her 
mother, Yelena, a happy birth- 
day and told her she’d buy her 
flowers with some of her 
$1,207,790 prize money. 

She also dedicated the win 
to Jane Joyce, the mother of 
her hitting partner and coach, 
Michael Joyce, who died last 
year. 

“Jane was the name we 
were thinking about,” 
Sharapova said. “I want to 
dedicate this win to her 
because after the loss (Joyce) 
suffered, I got a whole lot of 
perspective with my injuries 
and setbacks.” 
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MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) — 
Chris Douglas-Roberts scored 
21 points and Derrick Rose 
added 19 to lead No. 1 
Memphis to an 81-73 victory 
over Gonzaga on Saturday. 

The Tigers (19-0) extended 
the nation’s longest home 
winning streak to 43 straight 
by showing off their athleti- 
cism and running over 
Gonzaga (15-5), which had a 
six-game winning streak. 

Antonio Anderson added 
12 points for Memphis, and 
Joey Dorsey had nine points 
and 13 rebounds. John 
Calipari joined Larry Finch as 
the only Memphis coaches 
with at least 200 wins, 
improving to 200-63 in his 
eighth season. 

Jeremy Pargo led Gonzaga 
with 25 points while Josh 
Heytvelt added 13. 

The Bulldogs got within six 
inside the final minute but no 
closer than that even though 
Memphis went 7-of-12 from 
the line. 

Memphis dominated on the 
boards behind Dorsey (40-28) 
but hurt Gonzaga most with 
23 fast-break points — 21 off 
turnovers.

“Gee, but mari- 
juana isn’t a gateway drug, 
right?” ...you’re experiencing 
a permanent brain fart if you 
believe that. Seriously, this 
isn’t rocket science fellas: 
Drugs equal crime. 
Lawmakers, ya don’t have to 
be a genius to figure out this 
isn’t good for small town 
economy. 

Fresno with its population 
of over 891,700 is like 
Disneyland compared to this

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dren? More importantly, the 
assumption that every person 
employed at DDR’s new pro- 
ject will provide a net gain for 
our economy is almost cer- 
tainly false. It is more likely 
that every job created at or 
moved to the new DDR pro- 
ject would result in a net jobs 
loss in Mendocino County. 

Opening a new retail store 
does not magically create 
more money for people to 
spend on retail goods. For the 
most part, large new stores 
simply redistribute a fixed pie 
(perhaps also relocating a few 
slices by, for example, mov- 
ing sales from Willits or Fort 
Bragg to Ukiah). Large chain 
stores are designed to capture 
a big slice of the pie using 
fewer employees than their 
smaller competitors. Studies 
show that large retailers actu- 
ally reduce total jobs as exist- 
ing businesses downsize or 
close. Further, “big box” type 
retail shifts work from local 
owners to distant managers, 
and decreases prevailing 
wages in an area and increas- 
es poverty rates. 

Mr. Carter’s claim does, 
however, establish that the 
impact of DDR’s develop- 
ment would be huge. For 
example, 700 retail jobs at the 
DDR site would represents 
about one in 10 retail jobs 
countywide shifting to that 
one location. 

4. Mr. Carter claims that, 
“One study” indicates that 
“locals spend more than 
$169,000,000 each year on 
retail items outside of this val- 
ley.” (Dollars leaving an area 
in that manner are commonly 
referred to as “leakage.”) 

Response: Mr. Carter’s 
“one study? was commis- 
sioned and paid for by DDR. 
By “locals” he means every- 
one in Mendocino County. He 
does not mention that the 
comparable study by 
Economic Planning Systems 
which was commissioned by 
the County Board of 
Supervisors found far less 
than DDR’s claimed $169 
million in total leakage. 

Mr. Carter’s $169 million 
figure is actually a compila- 
tion of leakage from different 
selected categories of retail, 
e.g., about half of that figure 
is for automobiles and “full 
service restaurants.” Unless 
DDR’s plan includes both car 
lots and a huge number of 
new restaurants (which would 
likely cripple Ukiah’s down- 


town) it cannot possibly cap- 
ture $169 million in local 
retail leakage as Mr. Carter 
claims. All of Mendocino 
would also need to stop pur- 
chasing over the Internet and 
instead drive to the DDR pro- 
ject. 

If DDR did really capture 
$169 million in “local retail 
sales” it could only do so by 
diverting a large portion of 
those sales from existing local 
business. Any shift in spend- 
ing from independent locally- 
owned stores to national 
chains tends to decrease local 
incomes. A number of studies 
show that money spent at a 
locally-owned store “multi- 
plies” in the local economy 
because local stores tend to 
use more local suppliers (from 
office supplies to accountants 
and bankers). So far, DDR has 
avoided providing an estimate 
of how much existing local 
business it expects to capture. 

5. Mr. Carter claims that 
increased taxes paid by DDR 
will help fund local services. 

Response: Mr. Carter 
apparently fails to consider 
the associated costs to the 
community. Studies suggest 
that big box format retail can 
generate net losses for local 
government. Part of DDR’s 
investment would, for exam- 
ple, probably provide things 
like beefy new freeway ramps 
and many new stoplights to 
control the substantial 
increase in traffic. But, would 
its tax payment be sufficient 
to cover cost to maintain all of 
that new infrastructure -- plus 
the many other related costs 
such as maintaining the addi- 
tional sewer and water, 
increases in people receiving 
public assistance and 
increased demand for law 
enforcement? 

While DDR insists that it 
has not yet “defined a project” 
its initial plan called for 
700,000 square feet of retail 
space and a 3,900-car parking 
lot. To put that in perspective, 
the Wal-Mart parking lot in 
Ukiah is sized for 320 cars. 
That’s a twelve-fold increase 
in size and traffic! 

If you like the traffic in 
Santa Rosa and Windsor, 
you’re going to love Ukiah’s 
traffic if this monster is 
allowed to be built.

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e Where are your estimates 
of damage to overall employ- 
ment in the county? A 2006 
study found that for every 
new retail job created by Wal- 
Mart, 1.5 jobs are lost as 
existing businesses downsize 
or close. DDR’s prediction 
that its project will generate 
700 jobs, therefore, could 
actually lead to the destruc- 
tion of many, if not more than, 
700 jobs elsewhere in the 
local economy. 

e Isn’t it “speculative” 
whether DDR’s mall will suc- 
ceed, even on its own terms? 
The U.S. retail sector has been 
overbuilt everywhere, includ- 
ing Mendocino. Malls are 
shutting down across the 
country, and the pace will 
quicken as the economy sinks 
into an imminent recession. 

The bottom line is this: For 
DDR, a failed mall is a minor 
write-off. For Ukiah, it’s an 
eyesore, a destroyer of down- 


town, a contributor to sprawl, 
a blemish on the rural charac- 
ter most residents are trying to 
preserve. 

Certainly there are at least 
two sides to this debate, and 
that’s why a number of local 
community organizations 
invited both DDR and me to a 
forum where the public could 
hear both of them - openly, 
fairly, comprehensively. I 
look forward to presenting the 
skeptic’s case, even if DDR is 
not ready to present theirs. 

I hope that Brian Carter or 
one of his colleagues recon- 
siders. When the forum con- 
venes at Ukiah Conference 
Center at 6 pm on Tuesday 
there will still be a chair for 
DDR.

Setting the 
record straight 


To the Editor: 

The Board of Equalization 
has no current plans to amend 
Regulation 1591 as it relates 
to the sale of medical mari- 
juana. While the regulation 
does state in part that the item 
must qualify as a medicine to 
be exempt from sales tax, 
there are other tests that must 
be met including that it must 
be distributed by a physician, 
pharmacy, health facility, or 
medical clinic. Even if med- 
ical marijuana meets the defi- 
nition of a “medicine” under 
California Sales and Use Tax 
Law, that doesn’t mean trans- 
actions involving medical 
marijuana automatically qual- 
ify as exempt sales of medi- 
cines. 

Medical marijuana sellers 
should still obtain a seller’s 
permit like any other retailer 
and remit sales tax to the 
Board of Equalization. 

Thank you for your help in 
offering clarification to your 
readers.

That’s how amazing it 
is. How amazing life and 
light are. Love. That any of 
us have light and life and 
love, let alone for how long 
some of us have light and life 
and love. Count your bless- 
ings. 

And listen. 

I have a friend whose card 
she hands out to people reads, 
“T hear you.” 

After such a season, “I 
hear you” seems as good a 
New Year’s resolution as any, 
as we need, as we carry our 
nation at war forward. Our 
town forward. Our loved ones 
of light and life forward in 
our hearts in this new year, 
shoulder to shoulder and ear 
to ear.

Melissa said that “Sunday 
afternoon the contestants got 
to walk the runway in their 
own gowns at the Fashion 
Show Mall. It was an amazing 
sight.

that runway and having my 
moment in the spotlight was 
so much fun.”

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Species of the Month: Western Bluebird 


WESTERN BLUEBIRDS bring flashes of color to tree 

branches, fence posts, telephone wires, and grassy fields. They 

like open woodlands, edges of forests, hedgerows, native grass- 
lands, and grazed fields. 

e Bluebirds don’t kiss under mistletoe (see last column), but it 
provides essential winter warmth and food. In winter, if you 
see a tree with a lot of mistletoe, there’s a good chance 
you'll find the “owners” nearby — a family of bluebirds. 
Bluebirds spend the fall and winter in family groups of 7 or 
so. They bathe, forage, and sleep together. Whole families 
sometimes squeeze into one nest box or mistletoe clump. 

A family group consist of the parents, 1-2 sons from the 
summer’s brood, and one or more daughters of another fam- 
ily. Frequently the sons and newcomer females end up get- 
ting hitched — their version of arranged marriage! 

The young adult birds in the family are “helpers” who often 
stay through the next spring and assist in raising the nes- 
tlings. The helping sons stick around partly to help them- 
selves to the family fortune — mistletoe berries! 

Bluebird couples stay together so long they’ve been thought 
to be monogamous. Actually, both males and females get a 
little on the side. Someone other than the resident dad — of- 
ten the guy next door — fathers one fifth of the babies. 

The guys who are good at preening have the brightest feath- 
ers.. That makes them extra-popular with the girls, probably 
because they turn out to be the best providers. And those 
iridescent blue feathers? They’re really brown. The blue is a 
trick of light! 

e In addition to mistletoe, bluebirds also dine on berries of El- 
derberry, Juniper, Poison Oak, Toyon, and others. In sum- 
mer they stop eating berries and dart around catching insects 
— mainly grasshoppers — and also caterpillars, beetles, ants, 
bees, and wasps. Even though bluebirds are related to robins, 
eating earthworms makes them sick. 

Bluebirds usually nest in cavities in dead trees and snags, or in 
nest boxes provided by humans. Those boxes, available on- 
line, are an enormous help to them. If you put some up,

up, proper maintenance is critical (see www.sialis.org/myths). 

e Forest fires help bluebirds by providing dead trees in which 
woodpeckers and nuthatches can excavate cavities. (Bluebirds 
can’t peck their own holes). Fires also keep fir trees from 
crowding out meadow habitat. 

e Bluebirds like grass tall enough to harbor insects and provide 
cover but short enough that they can see the insects and also see 
predators. Non-native grasses often grow too high, so bluebirds 
benefit from grazing, mowing, weeding, and planting of native 
grasses. 

e If you get up early, listen for Western Bluebirds in the dawn 
chorus during breeding season. They are often the second 
species, after Tree Swallows, to chime in. 

e Western Bluebird populations have declined drastically, mainly 
due to theft of their nest cavities by House Sparrows and 
European Starlings. Pesticides, fire suppression, and loss of open 
space (due to expansion of residential and industrial areas), have 
also contributed. In northwestern California, however, they’re 
doing pretty well. Let’s keep it that way!

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Avoid the million-dollar blunders

Making the wrong financial 
choices can be costly -- as 
much as $1 million, says 
Consumer Reports. CR 
recently calculated the price 
tag for 12 of the biggest per- 
sonal money mistakes con- 
sumers can make. 

1. Investing too conserva- 
tively during retirement (CR 
estimated cost: $360,000 to 
$750,000). Conventional wis- 
dom suggests that as retirees 
age, they should shift money 
out of stocks and into more 
stable investments, such as 
bonds. But annual returns on 
bonds may barely keep pace 
with inflation, while stocks, 
over time, typically provide 
returns significantly above 
inflation. And inflation can be 
a retiree’s worst enemy. 

2. Retiring before it’s nec- 
essary (CR estimated cost: 
$237,000 to $309,000). Early 
retirees give up income they 
would have earned during 
what might be the best-paid 
years of their career. Medicare 
doesn’t cover them until age 
65, so they might have to buy 
individual health insurance at 
an age when costs are apt to 
be at their highest. Retiring 
early also results in reduced

Social Security benefits. 

3. Launching a divorce war 
(CR estimated cost: $49,000 
to $188,000). Divorce may be 
unavoidable, but the more 
issues spouses want to slug 
out, the more billable hours 
attorneys can charge. 

4. Underinsuring a home 
(CR estimated cost: $16,000 
to $194,000). Even with the 
recent retreat in home prices, 
a house in which someone has 
lived for 10 years is likely to 
be worth 54 percent to 104 
percent more than it cost. But 
those people who haven’t 
updated their homeowners 
insurance could lose those 
gains if disaster strikes. 

5. Overpaying for a mort- 
gage (CR estimated cost: 
$27,000). The annual percent- 
age rates on mortgages in a 
given area can vary by close 
to a percentage point. Over a 
30-year term, that adds up to a 
bundle. 

6. Carrying a credit-card 
balance (CR estimated cost: 
$5,000 to $23,000). Owing 
money on a credit card is a 
costly mistake. For someone 
who has a card with an inter- 
est rate of 15 percent and pays

only the minimum due each 
month, it will take 22 years 
and two months to retire a 
$5,000 debit. The interest will 
have been $5,729. 

7. Maintaining an 
unhealthy lifestyle (CR esti- 
mated cost: $4,600 to 
$42,000). Unhealthy habits 
not only tend to catch up with 
people as they age, they can 
also hit bank balances in the 
form of higher life-insurance 
premiums. 

8. Ignoring Roth accounts 
(CR estimated cost: $9,000 to 
$26,000). Roth IRAs and Roth 
401(k) plans can protect indi- 
viduals from likely future tax 
hikes, because taxes are paid 
on contributions today rather 
than when they’re withdrawn. 
Earnings on the account are 
also tax-free. 

9. Cashing out a 401(k) 
(CR estimated cost: $6,000 to 
$17,000). Almost 45 percent 
of workers cash out their 
401(k) accounts when they 
change jobs, according to a 
recent survey. Not only do 
they have to pay income tax 
on their withdrawals but in 
many cases the IRS also 
imposes a 10 percent penalty. 


More important, they lose the 
tax-deferral they could have 
maintained by rolling the 
money into an IRA or other 
retirement account. 

10. Underfunding a 401(k) 
(CR estimated cost: $36,000). 
This year, workers younger 
than 50 can put up to $15,500 
into a 401(k); those over 50 
can make an additional “catch 
up” contribution of up to 
$5,000. CR advises contribut- 
ing as much as possible to a 
401(k) and making sure not to 
miss out on catch-up provi- 
sions. 

11. Paying needless fund 
fees (CR estimated cost: 
$4,000). Investors who buy 
mutual funds from a broker, 
investment adviser or other 
salesperson could pay com- 
missions, or “loads,” of up to 
5.75 percent. Buying no-load 
funds saves sales charges, 
putting investors that much 
ahead. 

12. Falling for a scam (CR 
estimated cost: $100 to you- 
name-it). People who are 
smart otherwise can be no 
match for professional con 
artists, who are virtuosos at 
playing on people’s vulnera- 
bilities. Scams range from 
fake magazine subscriptions 
to phony lottery winnings.

Clearly, lots of folks who are approach- 
ing their golden years are finding that they 
will be unable to maintain their standard 
of living once they retire. These people 
may have started saving too late, not saved 
enough, made bad investment choices, run 
into unexpected adversity or -- more than 
likely -- experienced a combination of 
tribulations.

monthly saving happens automatically -- 
no check to write or temptations to get in 
the way. This helps investment values 
accumulate in an amazing way. Use this 
same automatic-savings magic to create a 
systematic monthly savings plan that 
transfers a specified amount of money 
from your checking to your investment 
account each and every month. You can 
establish this program for free -- just talk 
to your financial adviser about how to set 
that up. 

e Plan to work longer: Nobody wants to 
hear this, but it’s a fact that the number of

years you work can make a big difference 
in your ability to properly fund retirement. 
Consider the fact that for each extra year 
you work, that’s a year in which you don’t 
have to withdraw from your portfolio to 
provide for your living expenses. And it’s 
an extra year of saving into and growing 
your retirement fund -- a double benefit 
for sure. 

e Work part-time in retirement: In many 
career fields, employers will allow 
employees who have valuable years of 
experience, company knowledge and con- 
tacts to convert to a part-time schedule 
and, often, work from a remote (retire- 
ment) location. This not only provides 
important income to pay a substantial por- 
tion of your living expenses (letting your 
retirement accounts grow for a longer 
time), but it can also provide you with 
enough leisure time that you won’t mind 
the few days that you do actually work. 

e Move somewhere with a lower cost of 
living: When choosing a retirement desti- 
nation, remember that your typical retire- 
ment income sources (Social Security, 
pensions, investments, etc.) don’t care 
where you live -- but your expenses sure 
do! If your income is the same no matter 
where you choose to live in retirement, 
then stretch those retirement dollars by 
opting for a less expensive alternative. 
(Note that certain states are tax-friendlier 
than others.) 

e Downsize your real estate: What 
we’re really talking about here is making a 
less expensive (note that I didn’t say less

desirable!) choice of residence when you 
retire, so you can pull equity out of your 
existing home to supplement your invest- 
ment assets and provide yourself with 
greater investment income in your retire- 
ment years. A different location or “right- 
sizing” to accommodate a smaller family 
size can make a huge difference in the cost 
of your next home. Remember that, under 
current tax law, as long as you’ve lived in 
your home for two of the last five years, 
the IRS exempts the first $250,000 of gain 
(per person) when you sell your home. 
Therefore, for a married couple, up to 
$500,000 of equity can “transfer” from 
your current home into your investment 
portfolio tax-free! 

e Keep a big, long mortgage in retire- 
ment: It’s no secret that I am a big fan of 
big, long-term, fixed-rate mortgages -- 
even for retirees. Advantages include 
enhanced portfolio wealth creation, tax 
leverage and greater liquidity. These all 
make a strong case for having a mortgage 
to help you optimize your retirement expe- 
rience. 

e Make sure your investments are prop- 
erly managed: You don’t know what you 
don’t know and many people don’t know 
how to properly manage an investment 
portfolio on their own. There is great risk 
in being either too aggressive or too con- 
servative with your investments or in not 
being properly diversified or allocated. 
The wrong moves can be very costly. Do 
yourself a favor and make sure that a qual- 
ified professional is overseeing the engine 
that will be financially powering your 
retirement. 

¢ The people who find themselves in 
need of this kind of advice late in the 
retirement game didn’t plan to fail, they 
just failed to plan. So if you don’t have a 
talented financial adviser already, seek one 
out to help you create a road map for a 
brighter tomorrow. 


Doctor-to-be should rent, not buy 


DEAR BRUCE: I am an active-duty 
service member with four years left until 
retirement. I’ve recently remarried, and 
my wife and I both work full time and we 
are full-time college students. After my 
retirement, we plan to relocate to another 
state where I will attend medical school 
(virtually for free) using military bene- 
fits. Currently, our combined net monthly 
income is roughly $7,900. We invest 
$249 of that into a thrift savings plan and 
$200 into stocks. We pay $1,500 in rent, 
and I pay $880 for child support. All the 
utilities and living expenses total $3,800, 
leaving $1,200 for savings. My divorce 
left me with $20,000 worth of debt and 
blemishes on my credit report. Given our 
financial situation, with my military 
retirement so close and my intentions of 
going to medical school, should we con- 
tinue to rent or consider purchasing? -- 
M.O., via e-mail 

DEAR M.O.: Congratulations on 
your successful military career. Given 
your plans, buying a home at this time 
would be insanity. You don’t need the 
additional expenses and, during your 
school careers, the responsibility of 
homeownership. My suggestion would 
be to spend the next four years saving 
every dime and digging out of the

$20,000 worth of debt. In the process, 


some of the blemishes on your credit his- 
tory will be ameliorated or disappear 
altogether. Even though it will be paid 
for, medical school is a lengthy, arduous 
assignment. In my opinion, the last thing 
you need is any unnecessary distraction, 
which is what homeownership would be. 
If it’s possible to find a place for the next 
four years at a substantially lower rent, 
even though it might result in a lower 
standard of living, that would be a worth- 
while thing to do. 

DEAR BRUCE: I have a brokerage 
IRA account worth slightly more than 
$100,000. I have listed my two adult chil- 
dren and a friend’s minor children (ages 2 
and 6) as equal beneficiaries. My goal is 
to pay for the younger children’s college 
(should they choose not to go, it would 
go toward their first home), but I do not 
like all the restrictions and fees on an 
educational account. Do I need to list a 
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pe before their names or simply 
list their name, birth date and Social 
Security numbers on the required form? 
If I am living, I will withdraw, pay the 
taxes and pay their costs; if I am not, I 
want their mother or father to manage it 
until the kids are of legal age. Do you see 
any problems with this approach? -- L.T., 
via e-mail 

DEAR L.T.: I think you are making a 
whole bunch of mistakes here. I have no 
problem with your desire to help your 
friend’s children, but I would not name 
them as beneficiaries, since someone has 
to be appointed as their financial 
guardian, probably their parents, under 
the eye of the court. I see no problem 
helping them pay for school if they elect 
to go. I think it’s a terrible mistake to try 
to help them with their first home, 
though. You take away a great deal of 
incentive. I might be inclined to use the 
term “rob them” of incentive. 

I would set up an educational account, 
which you can revoke anytime and, upon 
your death, the parents would have the 
same rights. If you don’t trust them, you 
could appoint someone outside their fam- 
ily. You should seriously rethink this 
plan.

What to do with 
worn-out Jeans

DEAR MELISSA: There are a few crafts you can try. 

POT HOLDERS: Can be made by cutting a square 
from a pant leg. Two sides will have seams. Insert a sec- 
tion of a cotton towel, table felt or a product called Insul 
Bright combined with cotton batting. Stitch the two sides 
that remain open and you have a pot holder or hot pad. 

PURSE: Can make a purse from the pockets. This 
doesn’t require sewing. You simply cut the pocket out and 
use the leg seams for the purse handle. 

PILLOW: Can cut off the legs and sew the openings 
and use the zipper to stuff the pillow.

DEAR LAURA: Place the racks in your bathtub in hot 
water and add powdered dishwasher soap.

Let’s just say it was titled “Lion and 
His Mate.” Enough said. 

If a bedroom is small, remove some furniture. If the 
focal point of your living room is a window or fireplace, 
then clear a visual and physical path to showcase it. Pull 
furniture away from walls and windows. Buyers tend to 
look at kitchens, bathrooms and storage, so have those 
areas look their best. 

The buyer sees the outside and entryway first. You want 
that area to look exceptional, so invest in small details 
outside like potted flowers, a new doormat, door wreath 
and a mailbox. They help give a positive first impression.
